Did you ever bear about t h e 
young woman who was murder­ 
ed by hanging her in a woods in 
Fayette County, presumably by 
a gang of young thugs who were 
never brought to justice for the 
crime?

Germination Best 


W h e n Soil W a rm 


WOOSTER — Make sure y o u r 
corn is treated if you want better 
corn yields, especially if your seed 
might be chipped or damaged. This 
is the advire of Dr. Lansing E. 
Williams, plant pathologist at the 
Ohio Agricultural Experiment Sta* 
j tion. 
Williams says that some Ohio 
farmers aren’t getting the best 
* out of their corn ground because 
the number of plants per acre 
is too low. In a few cases this 
low population may be due to a 
low rate of seeding, Willi a rn s 
says, but in many cases ifs a 
matter of losing seed and seed­ 
lings after planting. 
Seed rot and seedling blight are 
the most common diseases that re­ 
duce the stand, often without the 
farmer knowing it. They do t h e 
most dirty work at cooler soil tem­ 
peratures. 
This is why W'illiams 
rec o rn- 
Amends that farmers wait until the 
soil has warmed to at least 60 de­ 
grees before getting the planter in­ 
to the field. 
• 
• 
• 
THE SEED treatment will c u t 
down on seedling blights and de­ 
cay. Effective but cheap, Captan 
and Thiram have given excellent 
results at the Ohio Agricultural Ex­ 
periment Station even when condi­ 
tions for corn germination weren't 
favorable. These chemicals, which 
may be marketed under var i o u s 
trade names, are sold either as dust 
or slurry treatments. 
Although it is a standard prac- 
j tire of many commercial seeds­ 
men to treat seed, it is wise for 
the farmer to check the type of 
material used. 
Williams says that seed 
treat­ 
ment is not a substitute for good 
seed and will not help lifeless seed 
to germination.

W hy Play Politics with H uman Hearts? 


Citizens of this community and else­ 
where who are thinking observers of the 
partisan political action of m any politi­ 
cians in public service, note that far too 
m any men of im portance in such places 
go out of their way to do or say things for 
political reasons which do not reflect well 
on their broad - mindedness. 
Recently attention has been called to the 
fact that although he will be 69 years old 
in 1960, Governor Averell H arrim an of 
New York is beginning to act and talk like 
a presidential candidate by raising and 
beclouding an issue for development in the 
1960 cam paign. 
H arrim an, form er am bassador to Rus­ 
sia and a form er Secretary of Commerce 
in Democratic adm inistrations, recently 
spoke before w hat is term ed the “ Nation­ 
alities Division” of the Democratic Na­ 
tional Committee. 
He charged that President Eisenhower 
and his advisors should dem and that as a 
condition of any sum m it conference in 
which Russia plays a part, the plight of 
the form er free but now captive countries 
under control of the Soviet government 
ihould be openly discussed and perhaps 
marie a portion of the agenda. 
Those attending the dinner were leaders 
of foreign - born groups, m any of whom 
w ere born in countries now controlled by 
Russia. It was an ideal occasion, political­ 
ly speaking, to m ake this point as an ob­ 
jective toward creating prejudicial opin­ 
ion against Eisenhower as a Republican 
leader. H arrim an failed to point out the 
difficulties for our own country which 
such a move could produce. 
It is a questionable and perhaps danger­ 
ous thing to play partisan politics with the 
hopes and aspirations of captive peoples 
or their relatives in our own country, par­ 
ticularly since it is recognized that they 


probably cannot be liberated without a 
third world war. Is this what Gov. H arri­ 
m an advocates? 
T h e r e is probably no question that 
Am ericans genera 11 y sympathize with 
people under the domination of Comm u­ 
nism. 
Few' people anywhere have willingly 
adopted Communism as their way of life. 
In Russia and everywhere it has been 
forced upon them by a small group which 
gained control for their own benefit. 
Nearly everyone notes' that the ill - fated 
Hungarian revolt dem onstrated that there 
is sm all chance, at present, that the 
people of Hungary, Poland, the Czechs, 
Romanians, Bulgarians and others among 
the captive peoples can as yet free them ­ 
selves from Russia’s iron grip. 
It appears then as fantastic thinking to 
expect that Russia will agree to any con­ 
ference, especially of the top leaders of 
nations, where other nations’ first de­ 
m ands will be freeing, or even gaining 
completely free elections, needed to de­ 
term ine the true feeling of the satell i t e 
countries. 
Theref o r e what is the alternative? 
Would the American people favor and sup­ 
port an all - out w ar to im mediately crush 
Russia and free the captives? 
This is something which is very much to 
be doubted. Unless this nation is ready, 
willing and prepared to go im mediately to 
w ar, it appears cynical and perhaps some­ 
what heartless for a politician of either 
m ajor party to seek to m ake a vote-catch­ 
ing issue of this. 
If a sum m it conference can be held to 
bring about international disarm am ent 
and an agreem ent, which can be enforced, 
for no country to use hydrogen bombs or 
missiles, perhaps methods of freeing cap­ 
tive people could soon follow thereafter.

In Herbert Hoover’s new book, 
“ The Ordeal of Woodrow Wil­ 
ton” , he deals in a footnote with 
• kind of employe he dislikes, 
tile ghost writer. Perhaps the ex- 
President has lived so long be­ 
cause he wields his own pencil, 
not depending upon i n f e r i o r 
minds to worry him with quo­ 
tations taken from Bartlett or 
Similar compendia 
At any rate, 
Mr. H o o v e r 
makes this point about Woodrow 
Wilson: 
“ Mr. Wilson had no g h o s t 
writer. He composed the f I r st 
draft of his addresses of h i s 
•wn typewriter. He so m e tim e s 
Submitted them to his colleagues 
for their opinions but he seldom 
adopted changes in his f u nda- 
mental ideas. 
“ It is desirable to point out 
that in some of the unpublished 
sections of Co). House's d i a ry 
he has a tendency to assu rn e 
the credit for inspiring Wilson’s 
m ajor speeches and ongnating 
tile ’points." I have not accept­ 
ed this claim. . . 
Nor is any other man with a 
mind of his own a Charlie Mc­ 
Carthy to a ghost writer w h o 
tften is a newspaperman look 
tog for an extra dollar, a law­ 
yer who is hoping for a better 
appointment or a professor who 
an joy* propinquity to g r e a t - 
•ess. 
Undoubtedly the greatest ora 
Hun ever delivered by a Pres 
Ideal of the United States was 
Abraham Lincoln’s at G e t t y s ­ 
burg. Its language is terse, tell­ 
ing and classical; its shortness 
is perfection 
Lincoln said a 11 
that there was to say in a few 
minutes and what he said will 
iv e forever. * 
Lincoln wrote the Gettysbu r g 
Address without the assistance 
af a ghost writer. No wise boys 
•at about him culling 
phrases 
lo make headlines. No p u b lie 
relations counsel told him n o t 


to say that because “you will be 
sticking your n e c k out.” He 
wrote what it was in his heart 
to say. 
Five known copies of the Get­ 
tysburg Address exist in P r es- 
ident Lincoln’s handwriting. The 
original and second drafts are 
in the Library of Congress, a 
gift from John Hay's children. 
The first sheet of the f i r st 
draft is written on White House 
stationery; the second sheet is 
written with 
a p e n c i l . The 
changes and corrections are few 
and are mostly stylistic. 
Not an idea is changed; n o t 
an entire sentence is scratched 
out or altered. The first para­ 
graph stands unchanged and is 
written thus in the first draft: 
“ Four score and seven years 
ago our fathers brought f o rth, 
upon this continent, a new na­ 
tion, conceived in liberty, a n d 
dedicated to the proposition that 
“ all men 
are 
created 
equal” 
The quotation marks aro u n d 
“ all men 
are 
created 
equal” 
disappeared in the second draft. 
I once heard a man read an 
address that took him about an 
hour to deliver, which he did 
falteringly 
despite 
much prac­ 
tice because he did not k n o w 
what his ghost writer meant and 
had not the courage to show his 
ignorance by inquiring. 
There are few, if any, orators 
these days. The style of public 
speaking is spoiled by g h o s t 
writers and by television. Im a­ 
gine if Abraham Lincoln had let 
the television companies d o w n 
by only talking six minutes when 
they expected an hour! 
What drawing out hands there 
would have been! What instruc­ 
tions to slow up, to fill the time 
whether there was anything to 
fill it with. Everything must be 
measured 
and 
rehearsed a n d 
the time checked. 
Also the newspapers will want 
the copy 
way in 
advance. It 


does not m atter what a Pres­ 
ident or any other news * worthy 
person says; what does m atter 
is that he gets a mimeograph 
copy in early and then makes 
no changes, no m atter how stup­ 
id a sentence or a paragraph 
may sound to him. 
Recently, I listened to S e n . 
Styles Bridges deliver a rather 
rem arkable address before a se­ 
lect a u d i e n ce. He had only 
brought three 
copies, 
one 
for 
himself and two carbons. 
Two newsmen seized the car­ 
bons and there were IO report­ 
ers. It was suggested that a ho­ 
tel stenographer be employed to 
make enough copies for every­ 
body but one of the two who 
had the copies refused to give 
up the precious document, until 
a compromise was reached by 
each giving up a half of hi s . 
Then the hotel s t e n ographer 
typed IO copies and everybody 
was happy. 
I have been in this business 
40 years or more but have nev­ 
er witnessed such childishne s s. 
Abraham lincoln, W o o drow 
Wilson and Herbert Hoover em ­ 
ployed no ghost because e a ch 
had something specific and pos­ 
itive to say. 
Hoover, of course, still has

THE OLD STRUCTURE, w i t h 
lattice - work sides five feet in 
height was made by the Lomas 
Forge and Bridge Co., Cincinnati, 
and the batter posts bear the date 
“ 1887.” 
A number of boulders are on 
the bank of the little stream about 
80 feet east of the bridge, probably 
marking the spot where the Creek 


was forded before a bridge was 
built. 
It was customary to pile glacial 
boulders in the beds of s m a l l 
streams to market the ford more 
passable for ox wagons. 
Pone Creek starts near Jones­ 
boro, and flows south and south­ 
east, emptying into Paint Creek a 
short distance east of the Creek 
Rd. 
Recently the county crew com­ 
pleted widening and rebuilding a 
smaller structure on the C r e e k 
Rd. a short distance south of the 
Ging Rd., intersection. 


Letter to the Editor 


EDITOR. RECORD-HERALD: 
One of the great preachers of the 
pioneer Methodist Church, was Pe-J 
ter Cartwright, bom Sept. I, 1786, 
in A rn hurst County, on the James 
River in Virginia. 
His father was a Revolution a r y 
soldier, and his mother was a very 
religious person; a short time after 
the war, the family em igrated to 
Kentucky, making their first home 
in Lincoln County. 
This county had been named aft­ 
er the old pioneer, Abraham Lin­ 
coln, the grandfather of the mar­ 
tyred president Peter Cartwright, 
In his youth, was a pretty wild boy, 
having a great Ukmg for cardplay­ 
ing and horseracmg. 
In 1801, when he was IS years 
•Id. he attended a grett religious 
revival and was converted; some­ 
times the crowds were so l a r g e , 
that several preachers would be 
speaking at the same time people 
would .ame from as far away as 
SO miles, and the meetings would 
c o n t i n u e for several days and 
Bights, and cum lasting three or 
lour weeks. 
F e t e r Cartwright 
wrote; “ I 
have seen more than a hundred 
ginners, fall like dead men. under 
one powerful sermon, I have heard 
more than 600, all shouting t h e 
praises of God at the same limo.” 
In due time, Mr. Cartwright was 
appointed as a minister of t h e 
Methodist Church. 
Here is an incident which will 
give the present day readers some 
idea what the ok! pioneer preach­ 
ers had to contend with. 
At one et his appointments 
in 
1804, a large congregation turned 
out to bear the Kentucky boy, as 
they called Rev. Mr. Cartwright. 
“ Among them,” wrote C a r t ­ 
w r i g h t . “were two fashionably 
dressed ladies attended by t h e i r , 
Lao brothers, armed with loaded 
horsewhips; the house was crowd- 
od, the 'wo young ladies coming 
in late took their seats near me. 
I was having some stomach troub­ 
le, and I carried a phial of pep-, 
permint, which gave me relief, so 
before starting my-aer rn on, I took 
out the phial, and took a swallow. 
“While I was preaching, the con­ 
gregation broke into tears, t h e 


two brothers, before ment i o n e d , 
moved awiy toward the back of 
the church, while their sisters be­ 
gan shouting, and they hee a m e 
afflicted by what was called ‘thd 
I jerks,* and were greatly mortified 
by it. It was a great meeting, and 
as I dismissed the assemb I y, a 
man stepped up and warned me to! 
be on guard, for be had heard the 
two brothers swear they w o u l d 
horsewhip me when the meeting 
was out for giving the girls the 
jerks after I had drank out of the 
magic phial.” 
** ‘Well UU see to that” I said. I 
I went out and said to the young 
men; 'I understand, you men in­ 
tend to horsewhip me for giv i n g 
your sisters the jerks. One replied 
that be did. I tried to argue with 
him on the absurdity of the charge 
against me, but be swore I need 
not deny it, for be had seen me 
take out a phial, in which I car-1 
lied some truck that gave his sis­ 
ters the jerks. Quick as a thought, 
it came to my mind how I would 
get c I e a r of my whipp i n g, and 
jerking out the phial, I said; 'Yes, 
if I gave your sisters the j e r k s , 
FII give them to you.* In a mom­ 
ent I saw be was scared, so I 
i started toward him, and he started 
to run, warning me not to com e; 
near him, or he would kill me. The 
people began laughing, and the dis­ 
comfited young men sneaked away. 
“Some time later, all four b e-| 
came devout members of t h e 
church.” 
Preachers in those early days, 
rode horseback over the circuit, 
which covered quite a territory, 
arui Peter Cartwright, became an 
I outstanding preacher in Kentucky, 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, his final 
circuit. He also was elected to the 
State Legislature, ami in 1846 was 
defeated by Abraham Lincoln, for 
representative to Congress 
Shortly before the election, Rev. 
Mr. 
Cartwright 
was 
bolding 
a 
meeting one night, and in walked 
Mr. Lincoln who quietly took his 
seat. Mr. Cartwright was deliver­ 
ing one of his powerful sermons as 
usual. Abe listened patiently for a 
while and the minister asked the 
assembly “which place they were 


I going to.’* At this Mr. Lincoln got 
up to leave, and on reaching the 
door, Rev. Mr. Cartwright s a i d 
to him, “Aik! Mr. Lincoln, where 
are you going.” Lincoln repli e d 
“I’m going to Congress” w h i c h 
he did by defeating Rev. Mr. Cart-1 
wright at the election. 
Peter Cartwright was admir e d 
for his 
commonsense and e l o ­ 
quence, and also was loved for his 
quaint eccentricity of manner. He 
moulded the lives of thousands. 
He died near Pleasant Plains, 111.. 
Sept. 26, 1872. This man was a good 
sample of the 
founders 
of the 
Methodist Church in the pion e e r 
settlements.
